The great intereat in the de 
tails of that scandalous trial was far out-

Stanton, and the shrewd and happy man 
ner in wnich lie turned the points of his 
adversaries. 


Mr Stanton entered the public service 


in 1881, as Attorney General, when the 
crumbling Buchanan Cabinet was giving 
up the country to treachery. In connec 
tioii with General Dn and Joseph Holt, he 
was able to save the Union from the des- 
truction which seemed impending even 
before the end of that disgraceful admin- 
istration 
He showed, in spite of every 


embarrassment of his surroundings, the 
extraordinary visor of his character , and 
nine months later Mr. Lincoln waa glad 
to call the democratic lawyer to the desk 
of the War Department mtbe heat of a 
desperate and doubtful war. 


It is scarcely necessary ti rehearse the 


well kuown services of Mr f Stanton d nr- 
mgthewar. His labors weVe unceasing, 
and on many occasions, for weeks when 
the armies needed assistance and the peo- 
ple needed encouragement, he scarcely 
left the duties of his office to eat or sleep. 
His fiends constantly felt and warned 
him against the effect of snob arduous 
work upon his system, but he never tired 
in the performance of duties which he felt 
could not be entrusted to any other hands 
The relations established between Mr 
Lincoln and Mr. Stanton ripened into an 
intimate friendship, which existed till 
the death of the former. The President. 
careworn and anxious, was ofteaer seen in 
the office of the Secretary of War than in
